Sular power is still more ex- 
pensive lo produce than conven- 
tional pow*»r, It Is quite difficult 
to Uansfoim solar sadlallon 
into tho normal current. Uzbek 
scientists have suggested using 
solar generators alongside con- 
ventional Rimcralors devising ■ 
solar energy and fuel power sta- 
tion, In which solar eneigy 


would help halve fuel ron- 
sumpiion. 

Hckoti idiers Iwve Imptovrel 
llie normal generator circuit 
dusigu and even come up with 
new ppjresv*a. For Instance, the 
power storage systems will en- 
able Uu* station to run 4,200 
hours on solar r-nergy o year. 
The worlds first solar energy 
and fuel station will be built in 
Uzbekistan where mmy places 
enjoy 3,000 hours of sunshine 
every year. 


Animals and birds make comeback 


Shepherds were asked lo move 
their herd off tho' Astrakhan 
preserve area around the Ki- 
gach, an eastern arm ol the Vol- 
ga delta. Various animals rare 
for those places, . Including dBS- 
man, mink, and raccoon dog, 
have reappeared there. 

Earlier, In tho 40s, an attempt 
was made there to Introduce 
various animals from tha Amur 
River in ihe Far East. However, 
practically all of them becama 


extinct in the reed thickets ot 
tho Volga, with single survlvois 
bolng msl within conservation 
areas. 

Hie present-day programme 
to protect the Volga has 
resulted In reviving the life 
around the Kigach. The spring 
flood attracted birds, rodents 
and amphibia and brought vari- 
ous carnivores there which 
started settling outside the con- 
servation area.
